_—_ have, or keep in his Poſſeſſion, or in the Poſſeſſion of 
SS” any other perſon to his Uſe, or at his Diſpoſition, 
any Horſe, Gelding or Mare, which ſhall be of the 
value of Five pounds or more. And that if any perſon being of the Proteſtant 
Religion, ſhall make Diſcovery upon Oath, of any ſuch Horſe or Horſes, to be 
in the poſſeſſion of ſuch Papiſts, or of any perſon in truſt for him, to any Two Juſtices 
of the Peace, or to the Mayor, or other chief Magiſtrate of any City or Town 
Corporate ; that ſuch Juſtice of the Peace, Mayor, or other chief te with- 
in their reſpective Precincts, ſhall from time to time, by Warrant under his and 
their Hands and Seals, Authorize fuch perſon, with the Affiſtance of the Conſtable 
or his Deputy, or ſuch other perſon as he or they ſhall think fit; who are hereby 
required to be Aiding and Aſſiſting therein, in the day time only, to Search for, and 
Secure all and every ſuch Horſe and Horſes ; and in caſe of oppoſition or reſiſtance 
to break open any Door, and bring ſach Horſe or Horſes before him or them, and 
ſuch perſon being of the Proteſtant Religion, and — ſuch Diſcovery, pay- 
ing or making tender before fuch Juſtices,” 8 or oth | | 
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any City or Town Corporate, of the Summ of Five pounds Five ſhillings, to 
the Owner or Poſſeſſor of ſuch Horſe, or to ſuch Juſtice or chief Magiſtrate, in 
his or their abſence, which the ſaid Juſtice or chief Magiſtrate, are hereby Au- 
thorized to Receive for the uſe of ſuch Owner or Poſſeſſor. And that from and 
after ſuch Payment, or Tender and Refuſal, the property of ſuch Horſe or 
Horſes, for which ſuch Summ or Summs ſhall be reſpectively Tendered or Paid, 
ſhall by Authority of this preſent Act, be Deemed and Adjudged to be Veſted in 
the perſon making ſuch Diſcovery and Tender, as if ſuch Horſe and Horſes had been 
Bought and Sold in Market overt. And the ſaid Juſtices ot the Peace, Mayor, 
Bailiff, or other Head Officer, is, and are hereby Authorized and Required by 
Warrant under his and their Hands and Seals, to cauſe ſuch Horſe and Horſes to 
be delivered accordingly. And be it further Enacted, That if any perſon ſhall 
Conceal, or be Aiding or Aſſiſting in the Concealing any ſuch Horſe or Horſes, 
belonging to any Papiſt or ſuſpected Papiſt, refuſing to take the Oaths and Sub- 
ſcribe the Declaration, ſuch perſon or perſons being thereof duly Convicted by the 
Oaths of Two or more credible Witneſſes, before any Juſtice of Peace of the 
County where ſuch Horſe or Horſes thail be Concealed, ſhall be committed to the 
common Goal, by M arrant from the ſaid Juſt ce, there to remain without Bail or 
Mainprize, by the ſpace of Three Months, and ſhall Forteit and Loſe to His Ma- 
jeſty and His Succeſſors, treble the value of ſuch Horſe ar Horſes; which value 
is to be ſettled by the Juſtices of the Peace, in their General Quarter-Seſlions of 
the Peace, in the reſpective Counties, ho are hereby Authorized to continue ſuch 
perſon in Priſon, until due payment of ſuch Summ of Money to the Uſe of His 
Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors. | 


And be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Juſtice or 


Jattices of the Peace, Mayors, Soveraigu>, Bailiffs, or chief. Magiſtrates, ur Offi- 
cers of any County or Town Corporate reſpectively, ſhall neglect or refuſe to Ex- 
ecute any the Powers or Authorities, which he or they is, or are reſpeCtively requ- 
red by this preſent Act to put in Execution; every ſuch Juſtice of the Peace, Mayor, 
Soveraign, Bailiff, or chiet Magiſtrate or Officer, ſhall for every ſuch Default or 
Offence loſe and forfeit the Summ of Fifty pounds, to be recovered in any of his 
Majeſty's Courts ot Record, by Bill, Plaint or Information, wherein no Eſſoin, 
Protection or Wager of Law ſhall be allowed, nor more then one Imparlance 
granted ; the one Moiety of ſuch Forfeiture to be to His Majeſty, His Heirs and 
Succeſſors, and the other Moiety to ſuch perſon as (hall or will Sue for the ſame. 
And the ſaid Offenders ſhall be moreover, and are hereby diſabled and made In- 
capable from and after his being convicted, to Act as Juſtice of the Peace, Mayor, 
Soveraign, Bailifts or chief Magiſtrate, or Officer, in any County, City or Town 
— in this Kingdom; ag by the ſaid Act may moe fully and at large 
ppear. 

Hot withſtanding which Dtarute, We have received Jnfozmation, that 
divers Papiſts in this Kingdom, have and 1 * their Poſleſſion, oꝛ in the 
Poſleſſion of other perſons, to their Uſe and Uſes, oz at their Diſpoſition, 
ſeveral Hozſes, Mares and Geldings of great Ualue and Pzice, far erceding 
the Ualue pꝛelcribed and limitted in and by the ſaid Act ; and of late have 
with great boldneſs, in open and manifeſt violation and contempt of the ſaid 
Law, pzeſumed to have, keep, and uſe ſuch Hozfes, Mares oz Geldings in the 
Dtrets, and other publick places of = His Pajelty's chief City of this 
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Kingdom; and the better to Elude the ſaid Law, iuch Þapir ano papus 
do give out, that ſuch Hoꝛſes, Mares oz Geldings, do belong to ſome Pꝛote⸗ 
ſtant 02 Pzoteltants, when in truth they do not, and are only Concealed and 
Covered by luch Pzoteſtant and Pzoteſtants, in truſt fo? ſuch Papiſt and Pa⸗ 
pilts contrary to the Tetter and intent of the ſaid Law; foz the moze cffe- 
ctual avoiding the fozce thereof, by means of which undue Pꝛactiſes, the ſaid 
Statute is at pꝛeſent become of very little effect, and in tune 18 likely to be of 
none at all, if not timely pꝛebented by putting the ſaid Law in due Execu⸗ 
tion: Which We the Lozds Juſtices and Council of th's Kingdom, having 
taken into Our Conlideratton, have ght fit by this Our PÞ:oclamation, 
to Publiſh and make Known the ſaid Law, that no perſon oꝛ perſons what⸗ 
ſoever hereafter may pꝛetend to be Jgnozant thereof. And We do hereby 
trictly Charge and Command, all and every Juſtice and Juſtices of Peace, 
Payozs. Doveraigns, _ Magiſtrates, and other Officer and Officers of 
all and every County, City and Town Cozpozare reſpectively in this King= 
dom, Within their ſeveral and reſpective Jurildickions, that they take care to 
do and perfo:m what is required of them by the ſaid Act, in their ſeveral Ju= 
rildictions and Stations.
